The Watervlict Arsenal, near Troy, bat 
begun work preliminary to the casting of 
the largest gun in the United States. It 
is lo be a siiteen inch bore. The United 
States bas built two of the larger caliber 
for coast defenses, but they were old 
fashioned smooth bores aud not to be 
compared to the new gun in size, weight 
or anything, except caliber. Tnere are 
two twenty-inch gunB, one of which is 



which lies in the ordnance dock of Gov- 
ernor's Island. These guns were not 
startling successes. The one at Fort 
Hamilton has been tired a few times and 
each time ita recoil hat raised the very 
dickens with its carriage. 

The new gun will be nearly fifty ftet 
long (to be accurate, 49.67 feet, ) will have 
a range of sixteen miles and be able to 
penetrate twenty-seven and one-half 
inches of the best steel armor at a distance 
of two miles. The gun will weigh 12") 
tons and it will throw a solid armor- 
piercing projectile weighing2,370 rounds 
When the projectile leaves the muz'.le of 
the gun it will be Traveling at the rate of 
2.000 feet a second, and if a plate of liar- 
veyiied steel thirty-three incheB in thick- 
ness were placed near the muzzle of the 
gun it would be penetrated by the flying 
mass of the projectile. 

This gun, mounted at Fort Wadsworth, 
would be able to hurl a 2,370-pound pro- 
jectile upon a hostile man-of-war before 
the got within seven miles of Sandy 
Hook. England has in her coast defenses 
and her navy siiteen guns of 16-inch 
caliber, and France has eight. Italy has 
tweuty-tlve guna of 17 inch caliber. The 
new pun, work upon which bas now be 
guu at Watervliet, will be superior la ef 
fectivenest. however, to the Italian guns, 
although tbey do have one Inch more of 
caliber. The maximum diameter of the 
breech of the new gun will be sixty-two 
inchet Tho diameter of the breech 
opening is twenty inches. To fire thit 
gun will require a charge of 1,066 pounds 
of powder, if the usual brown prismatic 
kind is used.

'So the present period is probably the 
most difficult one for the manufacturer to 
do business, to say nothing of the impos- 
sibility of increasing business or adding 
to the number of employes?" 

Yes. Then it ought to be remem 
bered, too, that importers are rushing 
goods into the country at the greatest 
possible speed, and that nearly a year's 
supply of foreign goods will be in the 
warehouses of the country by the time 
he new law goes into effect, in spite of 
thing we ran do to prevent it This 
1 that the manufacturers will not be 
o resume activity to any great extent 
for several mouths yet. The people 
ought to understand this. 1 have no 
doubt that the new law Will bring In- 



creased activity in manufacturing, sail 
thus produce prosperity in every branch 
of industry. But it is unreasonable to 
expect that this can happen either before 
the new law goes into effect or immedi- 
ately after it, since the stork of foreign 
goods will be so great that the demand 
for home manufactures cannot begin un- 
til this enormous accumulation of foreign 
goods is absorbed by the people of the 
country." 

TARIFF HILL 1'HOSfKCTS. 

The Tariff Bill and the House r-onimit- 
tees are the principal subjects of discuss- 
ion here now. The Republican members 
of the Finance Committee have tiaished 
their consideration of the bill, and are 
anxious to get it into the Senate as soon 
as possible.
